TROUBLES. 


Charges of Fraud Produce a Vivid Dis- 
play of Indiguation. 

A small-sized cyclone has been brewing 
over the charges of Postoffice Inspector 
Jones, regarding the peculiar manner in 
which the Elliott Telephone Company, of 
Atlanta, conduct their business. 

A pale-faced, determined looking genius 
named Elliott. who constitutes that entire 
telephone company, was seen last night 
and was asked to explain the workings of 
the enterprise, and why the telephones sent 
out hadn’t given satisfaction. 

“This man Jor: ‘ott, with flash- 
ing eyes, “has not the slightest idea of the 
business I am conducting, and if I could 
see him, or any one else who doubts the 
genuineness of the article we make, it would 
not take five minutes to prove that we are 
doing exactly what we vlaim. I rioved from 
Indiana here, partly tor the health of my- 
self and family, and on account of the in- 
ducements that I believed .atlanta offercd 
to such an enterprise. I have advertised in 
every paper that I believed would be a 
means towards gaining customers, and the 
complaint of A. P. King, of Cincinnati, has 

Mr. Elliott further stated that he fur- 
nishes a complete telephone cf one tyne for 
$4, and another, very similar to th: ord!nary 
Bell ’phones, for $30. ne principle is mug- 
netism in the place of electricity. Ly cepus- 
iting $4 you get two varnished receivers, 
and about eighteen !nches of copper Wire. 
The idea is the same as the old theory of 
a string carrying svund b-etwecer tw» tin 
cans, with perforated buttons. 

In other words, “‘yvou pays yo’ money 
and you gets yo’ choice’ of two sets of in- 
struments, each of which he guarantees to 
carry sound if the thing is worked right. 
One will require from $10 to $15 to get into 
operation, according to the distance between 
the receivers, and the other requires an ex- 
penditure of about $50. After ‘you purchase 
the cheaper set for $4 C. O. D., climb all 
the trees adjacent to one terminus and hitch 
the wire around the limbs, or employ a 
hurry-up wagon to scale the poles ané 
other landing places for placing the wire. 
all you have to do is to tap for half an 
hour or so on the transmitter until you 
claim the attention of your friend at tie 
other end of the line, and the “‘chin music’”’ 
can proceed in full blast. 

The fight is now on between Larkin 
VY. Elliott, inventor and individual tele- 
phone company, and  Postoffice Inspec- 
tor Jones, who claims that the  Dbusi- 
ness is a blooming fake, and the tele- 
phone a snare and a delusion. Still, it seems 
that the enterprise is being conducted with- 
in the pale of the law, and it remains to be 
seen what the outcome will be.

A DOZEN WAS RECEIVED YESTERDAY 


Wives, Sisters, Mothersand Fathers Write 
About Lost Loved OCnes—A Few 
Sample Letters. 


The country is full of lost men. The rev- 
elations that have been made at police 
headquarters during the past three weeks 
are, indeed, astonishing. One-fourth of the 
Strangers you meet may be lost to their 
families and friends. 

David Draughn, the ex-lost man, has left 
Atlanta, and the mystery surrounding him 
has been cleared up, but letters still con- 
tinue to pour in upon Chief Connolly, in- 
quiring if, Draughn has such and such dis- 
tinguishing marks, which marks belong to 
some lost husband, lover, father or friend. 

Yesterday Chief Connolly got a huge 
batch of these letters. Each told its story, 
many of them read like romances. 

“It is amazing,’’ said the chief, “to find 
how many men are missing from home. 
Since this Draughn business began, I’ve re- 
ceived about a hundred letters about him. 
They came from all parts of the country 
and increase in number every day. I got 
about a dozen today, and I expect to con- 
tinue to get them for weeks to come.” 

The chief drew out a big bundle of let- 
ters, which he had assorted from his mail. 
All referred to the Draughn case. In the 
roll were letters from broken-hearted wives, 
anxious children, inquiring brothers and 
distressed fathers. 

William Bond, of Lockwood, Mo., gave in 
his letter an account of his loss of a brother. 
His brother had resided at Cave Spring, Ga., 
and corresponded with him regularly up to 
a certain period. After that his letters 
ceased. He felt sure that the man at the 
hospita! was that lost brother—would the 
chief send him a photograph?

A Great Triumph. 

Dean Barrett, in view of the fact that 
there are now 13,000,000 children in the public 
schools, claims it,as one of the maturest 
fruits of Christian civilization that the state 
has been brought to feel that it is her 
duty to educate these children. ; 

“Their education,’ says he, “is of three 
kinds—physical, technical and mental—no 
oné of which can be wholly dissociated 
from morais and religion. But we are mainly 
concerned with mental education. Mental 
education is also of three kinds—the educa- 
tion of the intellect, of the feelings and of 
the will. Here again, we are mainly con- 
cerned with the last, the education of the 
will. * * * The gretest of these is the 
education of the will.” 

From this Deon Rarrett proceeds to argue 
that if the public school educates the will 
it is not unreligious though it may be secu- 
lar. The state protects all religions, though 
it directs none. “‘The utter separation of 
churc§® and state,” it is declared, “is not 
irreligious but religious. It is“ Christian. 
The state learned it from Him who said: 
‘Render unto Caesar the things that are

The Bible in the School. 

Having thus admitted the religious char- 
acter of the public school, Dean Barrett 
took up a much mooted point. Said he: “At 
this point we cannot evade the interesting 
question of the Bible in the public schools. 
The Bible seems to me distinctly dogmatic 
I fear that its introduction in the’ public 
schools will make many parents feel, what 
parents ought never to be made to feel in 
regard to public institutions, uneasy lest 
the rights of conscience will not be re- 
spected. For instance, the Bible teaches the 
Jewish child the Divinity off Christ and | 
the binding force of the sacraments. (In § 
the Atlanta public schools there are eight 
Jewish teachers.) We can hardly deny that 
King James’s version is a good Protestant 
document, when the American Bible Society 
boasts that their Bible, without note or 
comment, is the best tract to send to Mex- 
ico and South America for the conversion 
of Roman Catholics. 

“The so-called Faribault Plan—which, by 
the way, has been in operation in Georgia 
for twenty-five years--is another method of 
sustaining sectarian schools with public 
funds.”’ 

The dean proceeds even farther than this 
in the following paragraph: 

“But, it will be asked, how is it possible 
to teach morals and religion without dog- 
ma.ics and ceremonies? 

“There is but one way, and that is by 
making right for right’s sake the very 
warp into which all of the details of the 
school are woven... Religion and morals are 
too important to be satisfied with a few 
precepts and ceremonies. The whole school 
must be a system of religion and morals. 
Here, I think, is the chief objection to the 
ecclesiastical appendages that are attached 
to some schools after or before school hours. 
Nothing ought to be allowed that will make 
a child think his school is irreligiovs. Noth- 
.ing ought tto be allowed that will make 
him think his daily work is not part of his 
ireligion; that obedience and self-control 
rand truth are not part of his religion.. 
Nothing ought to be allowed that will teach 
him that only doctrines and ceremonies are 
religious, and that duty is not religous.” 

The Church and School Are Allies. 


From this Dean Barrett concludes: 

“The public schools are by no means per- 
fect. But they have immense advantages 
for self-correction and self-improvement. 
It is the consensus of opinion among the 
superintendents that the moral and reli- 
gious tone of the public school is steadily 
improving. Statistics carefully prepared by 
Mr. Luckey, of Pittsburg, show that an ex- 
ceedingly small number of criminals have 
ever attended a io school for any léngth 
of time, if at all. The church ought to “4 
preciate what a powerful ally she has in 
the common school. The church ought not 
to obtrude upon the schools, but do all in 
her power to make them more efficient. 
The schools need the moral support,the sym- 
pathy, the prayers of the church. The 
schoo! needs the co-operation of the re- 
fined and influential families of the church. 
With the best material the public school 
will give the best results. Let the church 
not fear to commit her children to our com- 
mon schools. The church itself will thus 
become more democratic, and be better 
fitted to meet our heavy responsibilities to 
the great middle class. As far as the pre- 
vention of illiteracy is concerned, the 
church has no longer any need to exhaust 
her strength on parochial schools. The 
church has always taken up certain kinds 
of subsidiary work, because the state was 
not ready to do it. But as fast as possible 
the church should encourage the state to 
take these subsidiary duties off her hands; 
so that she can give her whole time to her 
more exact duties, or else originate new 
work which the state is not yet educated to 
do. Thus the state has been taught to as- 
sume the hospital. the asylum, the training 
of nurses, the school. The state not only 
depends upon the church to originate new 
humanitarian work, but she depends upon 
the religious life of the home and of the 
church to sustain it. 

“This division of labor, and yet mutual 
sympathy; this difference of function, and 
vét oneness of sphere, is our American 
plan.”

Iverpool are to the effect that if the New 
York market keeps steady an improvement 
is looked for in that market, as the weak- 
néss today there was caused by the execu- 
tion of stop orders of cotton held by conti- 
nental speculators. A settlement is expect- 
ed to pass“off favorably, notwithstanding 
the rumors which appear to have been cur- 
rent in se verpoes regarding the ssibility 
of trouble. Stocks at the interior towns 
lose some 3,000 bales so far, and our mar- 
ket closes steady at the best prices of the 
day and 4 to 5 points above the quotations 
of: Saturday. Although the anti-option bill 
was referred to the agricultural commit- 
tee by a large vote, it is generally thought 
that the bill will not become a law, as the 
effect of such a measure would simply be 
to place the markets of America directly: 
and entirely under the control of England. 
Notwithstanding the strength of the mar- 
ket during the afternéon, the trade is not 
yet favorably impressed with the surround- 
ings of cotton, and think that the reaction 
was too sharp to be maintained.

A Young Man, with a Nomber ‘of 


Fine Rings, Arrested. 


HE OFFERED 1TO°’ PAWN THEW 


An Owner Appears—Joe Washington Gets 
Badiy Hurt by His Uncle—Othber 
Interesting Items oi News. 


A drunken painter in a Decatur street 
pawn shop with five fine rings struck the 
detectives as a suspicious circumstance 
yesterday afternoon. The arrest of the 
painter and investigation seems to confirm 
the suspicions of the officers. 

Yesterday afternoon Charley Johnson 
went to a pawnshop on Decatur street and 
offered to pawn a valuable diamond ring 
said to be worth $300. The. pawn man 
sent for Detectives Cason and J.ooney and 
turned the man over to them. They carried 
him to police headquarters, and just as 
they were entering the building Johnson 
threw two of the rings out into the street. 
The officers recovered them after a search. 

They were convinced that Johnson had 
not come by the rings in a legitimate way, 
but had no case against him. They had 
him on suspicion. 

Last night Mr. James R. King, the travel- 

ing man connected with the Kiser-Moore 
Company, called at detective headquarters 
and reported the loss of five rings. The 
jewelrg, he said, had been stolen from his 
residence yesterday afternoon. He ac- 
curately described the rings found in John- 
son’s possession. Later Johnson. was iden- 
tified as the painter who did some painting 
at Mr. King’s residence, 55 Mills street, 
last week. 
* Johnson denies that he stole the rings 
and says he is an honest workman from 
Rome, Ga. He has no family and seems to 
have traveled extensively of late years. 

An hour or two after Johnson was locked 
up Hunsey Glover,.a Decatur street restau- 
rant keeper, called at police headquarters 
and turned over to the detectives a warrant 
against Johnson. Glover charges Johnson 
with robbing him of a ring last Sunday 
night, which Johnson also denies. 


Joe Washington is one of the characters 
of police circles. His fatal weakness is 
fighting, otherwise he is morally up to the 
standard of his race. Owing to his fighting 
proclivities he is oftener in the stockade 
than out of it. 

Yesterday afternoon he was released from 
the stoci:ade. He went out to visit his 
uncle. About two hours afterward, covered 
with, blood, his clothing torn and his hair 
hair dishelveled, Joe appeared at police 
headquarters under escort of two police- 
men. He had been fighting. As he him- 
self explained it, he had been having a 
family row. 

‘My oWn dear uncle did it,”’ said he in 
injured tones. “I just went out to see him 
—hadn’t seen him for a whole month that 
I was in the stockade—anu he went for me 
with his knife and fist. I’m wounded to 
death.” 

His general appearance seemed to confirm 
his words, but an investigation developed 
the hopeful fact that Washington may re- 
cover. He says his uncle will fare 7
